FOREST FIRE LOSSES, 1813 


| Dominion Forestry Branch Reports a 
Remarkably Smali Loss 


The lowest level of forest loss on 
record in Canada was reached this 
year on Dominion Forest Reserves in 
Western Canada. From the first of 
April to the end of September several 
of these reserves escaped without a 
single fire over ten acres in extent, 
the small fires that did occur being 
extinguished by the rangers before oc- | 
casioning any damage to standing im: | 
ber, On the Rocky Motntains* Forest 
Reserve, which has an area of 13,373,- 
856 acres, the fiteloss amounted to 
but 1,150 acres of young timber of 
Only potential value and $150 worth 
of mature timber. The total are 
burnt over, more than half of which 
was cutover or grass land, was but 
3,010 acres, representing only 0.02 per 
cent of .he area o. this reserve. On 
the Dominion Forest reserves in Brit- 
ish. Columbia, which have a_ total 
area 2,420,480 acres nct a single 
fire succeeded in spreading over a 
larger area than ten acres, and the

In the Fire’ Districts on Dominion 
Crown Lands in the west patrolled by 
Dominion fire rangers the '~ss occas- 
ioned by forest fires last season is al- 
so remarkably small, nor is this due 
to the large amount of rain 
which fell last summer in the west, for 
there were also several dry spells 
when frequent fires occurred, which, 
only the alertness of the fire-rangers 
prevented from occasioning large loss-

Oxygen has suddenly Corea one of 
the must likely means of improving 
people's comfort. It Is predicted even 
that It is about to follow the history 
of petroleum, jumping suddenly from 
a rarity and curiosity to general use, 
on sale everywhere by the can. Pe 
trofeum came into general use w 
It was discovered that there were 
supplies of it that could easfly— 
tapped. Of late years it is being found 
easier and easier to tap the vast si 
plies of oxygen Ja the air. Frederi 
Soddy, the noted authority on radium, 
is inclined to believe the time ts com- 
ing when coal.will be burned in oxy- 
gen Instead of in air in order to get 
more heat at less expense, so’ that 
When a man orders twenty tons of 
coal for the winter supply of bis fur- 
naces he will order a number of tanks 
of oxygen to go with It. = 

The rapid tinprovement of machines 
to take oxygen from the alr and water 
is responsible for the attention that is 
being giver now to this subject by 
scientists und inventors. ‘The modern 
methods of getting oxygen are to nake 
Jiquid air and then turn the liquid air 
into oxygen and nitrogen or by using 
electricity to turn water into oxygen 
and hydrogen. So mnch hydrogen ts 
now being used in various industries 
to harden otls that great quantities of 
oxygen are being formed as a byprod- 
uct. At present there ts no use for 
most of this oxygen, so it is wasted. 
This tn itself is serving to turn atten- 
tion to the ntilization of oxygen. 

Mr. Soddy has pointed out that even 
at the present price of oxygen made 
in the big liquid alr plants it is almost 
economical to burn coal in pure oxy- 
gen, for the burning of coal in air 
means the loss of much heat from the 
unnecessary heating of the nitrogen, 
which goes with the-oxygen in the air, 
but does not help the burning. Large 
plants making liquid air can now pro- 
duce oxygen at a cost of abont a third 
of a cent per cubic yard, and the proc- 
ess will probably be greatly cheapened 
in the course of time as it Is devel- 
oped by study and experience. Cheap 
oxygen Is likely to find other uses not

Diamond importations iuto the Unit- 
ed States made their highest record tn- 
the calendar year 1913. The value of 
diamonds and other precious stoves 
imported during the current yeur wilt) 
approximate $57,000,000, this being the 
first occasion on which the total bas 
crossed the $50,000,000 line. ‘wenty 
years ago, according to the official fig 
ures of the bureau of foreign and doy 
mestic commerce, department of com- 
merce, the total imports of diamonds 
and other precious stones were but 
$11,000,000, in 1903 $28,000,000 and im 
1913 approximately $57,000,000, this 
estimate being based upen the known 
figures for the nine months ended with 
September, which are 30 per cent In 
excess of the highest record heretofore 
made.

ist, but In 1887 his estimate was $351,- 
| 000,000 and twenty years for a fifteen 
foot lock canal. By the end of 1888 the 
work was scarcely two-fifths done and 
nearly $400,000,000 had been spent, 
| wasted and stolen. The new technical 
committee ufter the crash estimated 
that the canal could be finished in ten 
years for $100,000,000, 

American estimates have also varied. 
The third canal commission tn 1900 
thought a canal could be built for 
| $142,342,579 — admirable exactitude! — 
apart from the cost of securing the 
land, which would be so great as to he 
| prohibitive. The Spooner bill, under 
which the cana} is being constructed, 
' appropriated nut more than $145,000, 
000 for the entire work, 

The Panama canal, as now complet. 
ed, Is of course vastly deeper, wider, 
more commodious aud wore substan- 
tial than was ever dreamed of when 
the work was begun. When this en- 
largement of its plan is considered the 
| increase in cost does not seem exes- 
| sive, and the financial aspects of the 
enterprise muy be compared favorably 
with Its engineering achievements.

ell what does it all mean? Where 
are we heading? We are making pro- 
gress, never fear, but we are making 
new trails through an unknown land. 
We mustn't lose our heads! 

There has recently come into exist- 
ence a new organization known as the 
Canadian -Welfare:.League. ...On its 
council are representative men and 
women from all parts of Canada, It 
is of great interest that men from var- 
ious countries, of various religious be 
liefs and political parties and business 
interests are uniting in promoting the 
public welfare. 

The purpose of the league is: 

1. To promote a general interest in 
all forms of ocial welfare. 

2. To make a piactical study of 
Canada’s emergent social problems 
caused by our large and heterogen- 
eous immigration; by the rapid 
growth of our cities and the stagna- 
tion of some of our rural districts, by 
the beginnings of industrialism and 
generally our entrance into a fuller 
national life. 

In each community to federate 
or otherwise organize for co-operative 
work, existing social institutions 80 
that each may give to the commun- 
ity more effective service. 

4. To enlist our citizens in person- 
al services for the common welfare. 
5. To provide trained leadership 
for social work. 

There are five departments: 


1. A social service clearing house. 
2. A lecture and publicity bureau. 
3. Immigration. 

4. Community work. 

5, Organized Philanthropy. 


The community work is of special | 
interest to those living in small 
towns or in the country. 

Many a community is merely a het- 
erogeneous aggregation with little co- 
herence, and no active unifying prin- 
ciple at work. Often, the majority 
are strangers from variou parts of 
the world. Each has Lrought with 
him hit own peculiar ideas and cus- 
toms which are often quite foreign to 
those of all the others. | Industrially 
the population ranges itself, in antag: 
onistic groups: The thurches are 
numerous, but religion, instead of be- 
ing a unifying spirit, is ofteri the most 
divisive force in the community. In 
matters of public policy there is hope- 
less division along party lines. 

Yet in many communities of this 
character, ‘Get together’ :novements3 
have been instituted, social centres 
established, and co-operation substi- 
tuted for competition—Result, good 
fellowship and efficiency. We can 
tell you of experiments that have been 
tried out elsewhere with success. Per- 
haps as a disinterested agency we 
might personally help in getting 
things started.

BY-LAW Nao....... 

A_ BY-LAW of the Town of Bow 
Island to provide for the raising of 
the sum of $25,000.00 on the credit 
of the Town for the purpose of 
drilling or boring wells for natural 
gas within or without the town 
limits, and for all matters and 
things necessary or incidental there- 
to, and for working, operating, 
improving. maintaining and manag- 
ing said wells or any wells already 
drilled and for the disposing of the 
gas therefrom to consumers. 
WHEREAS it is deemed advisable 

to raise $25,000.00 on the credit of the 

town and to issue debentures therefor 
bearing interest at the rate of six per 
centum per annum payable yearly for 
the purpose of drilling or boring wells 
for natural gas within or without the 
town limits, and for all matters and 
things necessary or incidental there- 

to, and for working, operating, im- 

proving, maintaining and managing 

said wells when drilled, or any wells 
already drilled and for disposing of 
the gas therefrom to consumers. 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient 
that the said proposed indebtedness 
of $25,000.00 shall be repayable in 
thirty (30) consecutive annual instal- 
ments of such amounts respectively 
that the aggregate amount payable 
for peiscips and interest in any year 
shall 
the amount so payable for principal 
and interest in each of the other years 
of the said period. 

AND WHEREAS it will be neces- 
sary to raise annually the sum of 
$1816.23 during the period of thirty 
(80) years to pay the said yearly in- 
stalments of principal und interest as 
they become due, which sum shall be 


added each year to the amount of the! 
ether rates and taxes of the said | 


Town and collected along therewith. 

AND WHEREAS the total amount 
of the rateable property of the suid 
town according to the last revised 
assessment roll is $402,205.00. 

AND WHEREAS the anount of 
the existing debenture debt of the 
town is $40,000.00 of which nothing is 
in arrears, either for principal or 
interest, 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient | 


for this By-Law tu take on the day of 
the final passing thereof. 

NOW THEREFORE the Mayor and 
Council of the town of Bow Island 
enact ae follows :— 

1. The Mayor and Council of the 
town of Bow Island are hereby 
authorised and empowered to borrow 
on behalé of, and on the credit of the 
said town for the purposes or any of 
them above mevtioned, a sum or 
sume Of money not exceeding in the 
aggregate the sum of $25,000.00, 

2. Por the purpese of raising the 
said sum of $25,000.00 or any part 
thoreof thg Mayor and Council of the 
town of Bow Islaud are hereby au- 
thoriséd and empowered to ‘issue 
debentures of the said town in sums 
of not less thun $500.00 each, so that 
the number issued shall not incur an
